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Italian War Vessels 
Blockade Russ Ships 


LONDON, June 2.—Great 
Britain was reported today to 
be considering a plan for joint 
naval action in Spanish 
waters to offset establishment 
of a virtual Italian blockade 
of ports held by the Spanish 
government

ROME, June 2—Italian 

warships established a virt- 
ual blockade of eastern 
Spain today to prevent Rus- 
sian vessels from carrying 
war supplies to the Madrid- 
Valencia government. A re- 
inforced German battle 
fleet was understood here 
to be co-operating with the 
Italian men of war in their 
move to stop Soviet ships 
from running munitions to 
the Spanish government. 
Italian political circles con- 
sidered the decision of 
Premier Mussolini as, in ef- 
fect, clamping down the in- 
effectual blockade which 
General Francisco Franco 
had attempted to establish 
on the Mediterranean coast 
of Spain. 


The Spanish situation de- 
veloped so rapidly that Prem- 
ier Mussolini, at the controls 
of his tri-motored plane, flew 
back from the country to take 
direct control.

ot tension over both the Spanish 
war and the Roman Catholic 
church dispute. 


Henderson, whose government is 


striving to keep the Spanish crisis 
isolated, seized the opportunity in 
an appearance last night at a re- 
ception of the German-English So- 
ciety to make the peace overture 

to assure the Reich that “Britain 


harboring no designs whatever 


to put Germany in any kind of a 
strait-jacket.”

Sitting Tuesday to consider a 
recommendation by Mayor Joseph 
A. Clarke, K.C., that branches of 
the city police force be co-ordin- 
ated in an effort to stem the 
wave of major crime which has 
swept Edmonton and district 
during the past few weeks, city 
council supported a motion by 
Ald. Hugh J. Macdonald that 
Police Chief A. G. Shute take all 
necessary steps to meet the situ-

ation. 


Ald Guy Patterson declared 
there was no complaint about the 
efficiency of the police force. It 


took time to apprehend criminals 
and police policies should not be 
interfered with, he said. 


UNDER CONTROL 

The major crime situation ap- 
peared to be under control now and 
instructions to the police force 
were being carried out, Ald, Mac- 
donald stated 

Speaking to the mayor's sug- 
gestion that the criminal investi- 
gation and morality branches of 
the detective branch be tempor- 
arily amalgamated in an effort to 
stem the crime wave, Chief Shute 
told council such action would 
not be a good policy. Men in both 
branches were engaged in dif- 
ferent types of work, There were 
12 men in the criminal investi- 
gation department and six in the 
morality branch, he said. 

Chief Shute explained, how- 
ever, that in the event of a sud- 
den burst of crime there was 
co-operation between these de- 
partments. 

Complimenting the force, Ald. J. 
W. Fry recalled that his home had 
been burglarized about a year ago) 
and due to the good work of police 
the thief had been apprehended in 
Saskatoon and brought back to Ed- 
monton to face the charge. 


GOOD POLICY 
Ald. J. H. Ogilvie believed that 


| the policy of co-ordinating all de-| 


partments of the force at times 
when crime demanded such action 
was a good one. He did not think 
city council should issue any special 
instructions to the force. 

“You can't possibly police a city 
the size of Edmonton with the force 
our size and expect police to be on 
the spot every time a crime occurs,” 
commented Ald. A. Bisset. 

It was time the provincial gov- 
ernment organized a home, farm 
or training school for the care of 
young criminals, observed Ald. 
J. T. McCreath. He believed the 
situation demanded such a step in 
order to cut youth crimes to a 
minimum,
